By 
the time Secretary Baker was at his desk, 17 states had been heard 
from announcing that mobilization was in progress.

"Telegram received and mobilization In progress as directed.**

Secretary Baker reiterated the statement that none of the

at the City Hall, Friday evening, 
June 16th, at 7:30 
o'clock.

BOMlon was of unusual interest thin 
year owluf to the- pretence of mem- 
ber* of the Licking County Huma.-ie 
Society and other guests. 
In addi- 


tlon to the public invitation the Ho- 
tarjf jiraa also invited and' participat- 
ed in the meeting. 
Prudent B. C. Wright included in 


his .atfdreoi the financial condition 
which led to the organization of the 
society in the winter of Id 11 and 
1915. 
At that time the 
princ 


demand upon the society was for ma- 
terial'relief and this was immediate- 
ly And abundantly supplied. 
M< Wright then pointed out the 


great change that has taken iila. e in 
the Industrial conditions during the 
year, 
At the present thr-e there Is 


work Tor every a-ble-boJ.Iod man and 
woman in the' community. The only 
people who require material relief 
are the fancies of wi-lcws, the .sick, 
and those who are accudently "* dis- 
abled.. The present' siMiitton 
re- 


quire* a/t entirely 
different 
treat- 


ment from 'that of last year and the 
repor^' of the Superintendent indi- 
cates tthe nature '-of that treatment. 


Newark, the President pointed 


out, *as reached the stafce of devpl- 
opmeiit where the jharity of serxlce 
Is much more needed than is the 
charity of material relief. 
He also 


explained that the trend of •develop- 
ment In Charity organization work 
is toward cutting 1owu direct aid 
and giving such service as will en- 
able dependent families to become 
independent and self-respecting. The 
budget of many 
leading 
societies 


shows a much larger proportion ol 
administration expenses over relief- 
giving than is shown in the follow- 
ing 
statement. 
The 
organization 


should more and more stand as a 
center of friendly help and advice 
where the poor, who are without in- 
fluential frien'ds. may come with any 
trouble or grievance and b<; sure of 
sympathetic attention and considera- 
tion. 


A few of us, Mr. Wright said, are 


convinced that this sort of 
i-harity 


is worth while and wo are ready to 
invest in such an organization. We 
hope that an increasing number of 
the people of Newark \vill adopt this 
point of view and will join as

of Denmark, a white St George's cross 
on a red ground, Is the most ancient 
having been In use since 1219. No 
other flag bos existed without change 
for anything like the same period as 
a national emblem, although there are 
royal standards that are older. 


The Spanish colors date only from 


1785, and Great Britain's flag In its 
tresent form was first flown after the 
union with Ireland in 1801. The stars 
and stripes of the United States was 
Irst planned and ordered by Washing- 
»n of an upholsterer in Philadelphia 
and formally adopted on June 14, 1777.

That raisins are dried grapes pre- 


pared by two different methods? One 
method consists in partially cutting 
through the stalk of the 
ripened 


bunches and allowing them to shrink 
and dry upon the vine by the heat 
of the sun. These are by far 
the 


better sort and are called Raisins of 
the Sun 
or 
Muscatels. 
Malaga 


is much celebrated for its sun raisins 
which are the finest 
in the world. 


The raisins prepared by the other 
method 
are 
called 
Lexias 
and 


are gathered and hung on lines or 
laid on prepared floors to dry in the 
sun. When dried they are dipped in 
a hot lye to which is added olive oil 
and salt. After dipping the fruit is 
laid on hurdles of wicker-work to 
drain and is continually exposed to 
the sun for a fortnight.

Raised Decorations on Eggshells. 


It is easy to work out a design Itt 


relief on aa eggshell, whether the con- 
tents of the egg have been removed or 
not 
The first step is to draw with a 


pencil the design or the lettering that 
you wish to appear on the egg. Make 
only an outline and the leading points 
of the design. 
Then melt a small 


quantity of candle wax In a shallow 
tin and let it set a little, but while it 
is still soft take It out of the tin and 
spread It over the design on the egg. 
If there is any difficulty in getting the 
was to hold touch It here and there 
with the heated blade of a penknife. 


Take yinegar enough to cover the 


egg completely and soak the egg in it 
for a period that may be half an hour 
or may be an hour and a half, accord- 
ing to the strength of the vinegar. At 
the end of that period take the egg 
out and peel off the wax. The design 
will then stand up in relief against 
the rest of the shell, for the acid of 
the vinegar will have eaten away the 
uncovered part and left untouched only 
that part which the wax protected.— 
Youth's fomoanion. 


Gothic Architecture. 


The atylea called Gothic, springing 


from a common source in Itomanesque 
architecture and developing through* 
out western Europe on differing lines, 
are in general characterized by the 
fallowing features, although not all of 
these will be found in all examples:

controlled by a definite didactic pur- 
pose and significance, and finally the 
use of available materials according to 
tbeir nature upon principles In part of 
structural logic and In part of decora- 
tive effect.—A. D. F. Iltmlin in Archl 
tecturai Uecord.

4,000 and that 8,000 Carranza troops 
left Villa Ahumada, 83 miles south, 
yesterday for El Valle, southeast of 
Dublan, one of General Pershing's 
field bases.

Masking the Guns. 


Against air cr.ift observation one of
